The decision of the Salv ation Army to make 
application to rejoin the Cumberland Community 
Chest is good news indeed. 
This application, tendered upon the inv itation of 
the Chest endorsement committee and then approv ed 
unanimously by the Chest’s board of directors, still 
must be acted upon by the Chest membership.

it, but we hope at the same time that this unanimous 
action might hav e been at least slightly influenced 
by our suggestion. 
Nonetheless, the action of the Salv ation Army in 
apply ing through its adv isory board to rejoin the 
Chest and the action of Chest leaders in approv ing 
the application is something to be noted with con­ 
siderable appreciation by the people of Cumberland. 
This rejoining of forces of the Salv ation Army 
and the Community Chest accomplishes a number of 
things. 
It shows a spirit of community cooperation on the 
part of both organizations, which is ex tremely impor­ 
tant. 
It will serv e to reduce the number of fund 
appeals by one, thus enabling the Chest to come 
closer to its purpose of one campaign for all, and. with 
the Salv ation Army back as a member agency , the 
stature of both organizations, we believ e, will be 
raised in the ey es of the people of Cumberland. 
Both groups, it might be pointed out, now can 
share once more their knowledge, ability and forces 
in conducting a fund campaign for nine member 
agencies in contrast to the eight Chest member 
agencies of the past two y ears. 
We sincerely hope that the Chest membership 
will unanimously accept the application of the Salv a­ 
tion Army to again become a member agency .

City Prepares 
1955 Plan For 
Flood Warning 


Program Coordinates 


Facilities Of Area 


The 1955 manual on a flood emer­ 
gency warning plan for Cumber­ 
land has been prepared by the City 
Engineering Department. 
The comprehensive plan for co­ 
ordinating all area facilities in the 
case of a disastrous flood was start­ 
ed here in 1938 by former Engineer 
Ralph Rizer. 
In 1944, the first flood manual 
was prepared in cooperation with 
the Corps of Engineers and the 
United States Weather Bureau, and 
was published annually until 1951, J 
when the local plan was incorpor­ 
ated into the Washington District I 
Flood Emergency Manual, prepar-j 
ed by the Corps of Engineers. 
C. R. Nuzum, city engineer, said j 
the 1955 manual has been prepared 
in response to requests that the 
Cumberland plan be brought up to 
date. 
Plan I* Complete 
The plan calls for a comprehen­ 
se e organization, working from 
City Hall in Cumberland, to col­ 
lect all weather information and 
flood data from the 623 miles of 
land drained by the Potomac River 
and the 253-mile watershed of Wills 
Creek. 
Communications will be provided 
by radio and telephone facilities.
